Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant’s arguments have been considered 
but the claims 1-17 remain rejected as explained in the final office action mailed on 07/14/2006. Furthermore, In response to Applicant’s 
argument, the Examiner submits that El-Shimi teaches the subscription(s) comprise a tree pattern. El-Shimi in column 9 lines 63 - 67 and 
column 10 lines 1 - 4 discloses the decision tree being restructured according to the subscription request. It explains the assignment of the 
subscription to the root level filter till the rebuilding of the filter tree. Also El-Shimi teaches that the event notifications are matched against 
the subscriptions and these are in XML format. XML format is a tree structure as known in the art and if the comparison and matching 
were being done then it would be obvious for the event notifications and the subscriptions both to be in the tree pattern (see column 2 
lines 64 - 67 and column 3 lines 1 - 8, El-Shimi).. 
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
